A front line canteen service for 
Americaji soldiers has been inaugur- 
ated by the American Red Cross. 

Hot drink station No. 1 for the 
American troops is placed at a cen- 
tral point behind the American artil - 
lery, within walking distance of the 
communicating tranches, within fir 
Ing distance of the German gims and 
within gas mask distance of the Ger- 
man gas. It is the last point where 
the soldiers halt going into the 
trendies ani the first coming out. 

Here, in a little kitchen tucked bo 
neath unobtrusive walls of sandb%gi 
ajid cement, the Red Cross workers 
will serve steaming drinks to the 
mud stained, tired fighters. And at a 
telephone word from the trenches 
big Norwegian heaters will be ftlle.'' 
with hot bouillon, and two men car 
rylng a heater on a pole will go for 
ward, past the artlUery. though the 
communicating trenches into th*) 
front lines. 

With the French the American 
Red Cross has had twenty-five such 
stations. Sometimes the workers liv- 
ed in dugouts, often they wore ga3 
masks. One has a dented helmet 
which makes clear how near he came 
to "going West." To the poiius more 
than a million hot rations have been 
served by the Red Cross front ser- 
vice. The work is hard and long and 
the hours ungodly. 

It is a splendid service for any man 
not In the army, a man with nerv*^. 
energy and intelligence. There is no 
finer. All preparations have been 
made to add nine new front kitchens 
to station No. 1. and as fast as they 
are called for and as fast as the kind 
of men needed for the work are ob- 
tained, the service will grow. There 
is no longer any reason for a man 
who cannot get into the army to sigh 
for action.

Commission announces that on March 
27, 1918, the President approved a 
joint resolution of Congress suspend- 
ing, during the period of the present 
war, the operation of the provision 
of law which required applicants for 
civil service examinations to be ex- 
amined In the State or Territory in 
wliiclL they reside. During the period 
of the war, therefore, applicants for 
any Muunliuittoa held by the Com- 
misstoh wMj be exa^ned . at any 
place at which the examlnatloii U 
held, regardleea of their place of res- 
idence. ^ifttHI 

An act of July 2, 1909, require.! 
examinations to be talcen in the Staf^ 
of residence. While this provision is 
suspended for the period of the war, 
it is still required that only thos? 
who have been actually domiciled in 
the State or Territory in which they 
reside for at least one year previoin 
to the examination may become ell 
gible for permanent appointment to 
the apportioned departmental service 
in Waahington, D. C. 

The GommiflBton ezpeeta thin 
chance to make it easier to obtain 
applicants for positions in Washing- 
ton. Competent stenographers, typ- 
ists and bookkeepers are in great de 
mand. Examinations for these i)osi- 
tions are held weekly throughout the 
country. Reperesentatives of the 
Civil Service Commission at the post- 
offices in all cities are furnishing de- 
tailed iaItoniiMlloii and application 
blanks.

THE NEWS is in receipt of a 
marked copy of The San Antonio. 
Texas, Daily Express of Saturday, 
April 6. sent by Mr. W. S. Gillispic. 
oontaining a compliimentary refer- 
enee to a lecture delivered at the Y. 
W. C. A. la that dty, on "IHe Ken- 
tuclqr Mountaineer," by Rev. George 
R. Combs, pastor of the Paris Metho- 
dist chui;ch. Rev. Combs has been 
a-ssisting in a revival at the San An- 
tonio church, and was solicited by a 
large number to give his lecture. Th ^ 
Express says: 

"Dr. G. R. Combs, of Paris, Ky.. 
delivered his lecture, 'The Kentucky 
Mountaineer," at the Y. W. C. A. au- 
ditorium Monday evening to an ap- 
preciative audience. At times th ■ 
lecture was punctured with the 
traaie and serious as the speakei* 
touched upon the famous and widely 
known feuds which were so prcTalent 
in the mountains of eertetn counties 
of that State for so many generation''. 
Then aga^ he veritably swept his 
audience along with him as he por- 
trayed so vividly the joyous side of 
the mountaineer's life; his log roll- 
ings, his corn shuckings and his fc.-^- 
tival occasions. 

"One of the most interesting and 
entertaining parts of his lecture-re- 
cital was the use of the banjo to pre- 
sent the manner of the mountain peo- 
ple as seen in their mueic, particu- 
larly that music which la of a light 
and joyous rein, e^en sometimes 
leachins the stage of the 'quick an J 
devilish.' 

"Dr. Combs Is a natire of Breath- 
itt county, Kentucky, one of the mo;;t 
noted feud counties, and many mem- 
bers of his family fell in the feuU'-^ 
first and last. He knows his moufl- 
tain people, and is well prepared to 
give a picture of them to the world 
in their true light. 

"He is planning a tour of the North 
and East for Chautauqua work this 
summer. He has been booked for this 
lecture in a series of three at Chau- 
tauqua, N. Y., the latter part of 
July. While in this city he gave two 
evenlnffi of fun and entertainment tio 
the Kelly Field men." 

While in San Antonio, Rot. Comb 
had a radier unpleasant experience, 
having been mistaken by an army 
guard for a spy while visiting at 
Camp Kelly, where he delivered his 
lecture to the army men. Some timo 
after leaving the platform, Rev. 
Combs was strolling about the 
grounds, taking kodak views of the 
cantonment, which is mainly an avi- 
ation camp. He was taken in charji^; 
by a guard and sent to camp head- 
quarters. Rev. Combs was able lo 
produce proof showing he was a min - 
ister, and that lie was a thoroughly 
patriotic Amarlcan citlsen and far re 
mored from being a wpj. He was re- 
leased with a warning not to in 
dulge in kodaking in an army camp 
in the future, as it tostrletlynprohib- 
Ited everywhere. 

Corporals Guard R. H. Donovan, 
of Massachusetts, was the cadet who 
took Rev. Combs in charge and con- 
ducted him to the military poli',;-^ 
headquarters. When he discovered 
who it was he had apprehended he 
apologized very humbly. "Yo'i 
needn't apologize," replied Rev. 
Combs, "nothing has happened t^ 
me in many a day that has brought 
me more real pleasure. It has shown 
me that the military authorities are 
more earful then I tlKNiglit, aad, 
pemonally, I would be glad n they 
were even more strict than they now 
are."
